f you’re looking for people who are pas- 

sionate about their cows, and most im- 

ortantly their Guernseys, travel through 

the pages of the Journal and visit these En- 
glish farmers. 


he English Guernsey Cattle Society 

has a yearly changing of the guard 

(or swearing in of a new president) 
and no trip could be complete without vis- 
iting President John Berry and his Home 
Farm in Ascot. John’s story is brimming 
with history. 

To get to Home Farm, you must take a 
jaunt onto the Queen’s personal farmland. 
Nearly 35 years ago, someone recom- 
mended John to the Queen as a renter, and 
he has been her tenant ever since. The farm, 
which has four entrances, is surrounded by 
beautiful scenery. The Royal Ascot horse 
races are held a short ride from the farm, 
the queen’s summer home is just around the 
corner, and his neighbor is Prince Andrew. 

John enjoys his close affiliation with the 
Royal Family and has a good deal in com- 
mon with the Queen, as she has her own 
Ayrshire herd and is an avid horse enthusi- 
ast. “I can get along well with the Queen 
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English Guernsey Cattle Society President John Berry looks over 
his cattle which are housed on the Queen's farmland. 


because I can talk to her about 
cows and racehorses,” explains 
John. 

Going up the drive tothe dairy {§ 
is an awesome sight. The build- 
ings almost seem to breath of the 
history they contain, as they stand 
stoic and solid against the peace- 
ful country setting. They were 
built for King George V, who 
owned a Shorthorn herd. The 
buildings haven’t changed much 
over the years, although some parts of them 
are no longer in use. A bottling room, lined 
ceiling to floor with white marble, now 
stands idle as a reminder of its former royal 
purpose. 

The milking herd consists of 131 cows 
averaging 13,260 pounds of milk. Many of 
the cows would be considered quite old by 
comparison to the age of the cows in most 
U.S. herds today. They are of medium stat- 
ure, and many of them have exceptional 
looking udders. The entire herd is strong, 
which could be accredited to not being ex- 
posed to concrete. They have year-long ac- 


cess to pastures of rye grass and clover, 
which are reseeded every three years. The 
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The cows at Home Farm enjoy lots of sunshine 
and green grass in their pastures. 


pastures are strip-grazed every year until 
June when the cows are left to roam entire 
fields at a time. Around September, silage 
is added to supplement the pastures. 

John has a lot of personal pride in the 
breeding of his herd. “We can get milk with- 
out having big, ugly cows,” he explained. 
The oldest cow in the herd is 13 years old, 
and if that isn’t a big enough compliment 
to her, she has had 12 calves! The heifers 
are bred to calve at two years and three 
months of age. 

Seventy-five percent of the breeding is 
by natural service to John’s own bulls. Three 
bulls are currently housed on the farm and

used in the herd. John credits his 9-year- 
old bull, Sunninghill Park Talisman, for 
making his herd what it is today. His dam 
was a special cow - she lived to be 16 with 
a super udder. He has a young bull, 
Sunninghill Park Hero, who has “Jasper” 
and “Fayette” in his pedigree. His dam has 
records over 18,000M. The first calf from 
this bull was born in August. 

John has been fortunate to have a vet- 
eran herdsman of 14 years, Colin Gleed, 
who sees to the day-to-day operation of the 
farm. He milks twice daily in a 6 by 6 par- 
lor, taking around two and one-half hours 
per milking. The cows are fed four pounds 
of a 20 percent protein ration per gallon of

milk produced. 

This 350-acre farm is governed by a 
witty, enthusiastic gentleman who is blessed 
with Guernseys anyone would be proud to 
own. 


eading out to Swindon, Wilts, is 
Berkeley Farm Dairy, owned by the 
ick Gosling Family. 

The dairy operates under a marketing 
plan full of old traditions with warm memo- 
ries for their clients. They have brought back 
the days of door-step deliveries in glass milk 
bottles to four different delivery routes in 
their area. The milk is sold for 40 pence 
(68 cents) per pint for doorstop deliveries 
and 22 to 30 pence (37 to 51 cents) per pint 
to small shops. Berkeley Farm Dairy doesn’t 
sell their products to supermarkets because 
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they aren’t large enough to supply them. 

They utilize milk produced by their own 
Guernseys as well as milk purchased from 
three other sources. The Goslings are cur- 
rently buying milk at 22 pence (or approxi- 
mately 37 cents) per liter to meet their mar- 
ket demand. 

As with most consumer-driven markets, 
Nick has received some resistance about 
whole milk from customers who are con- 
cerned about their fat intake. “Doctors tell 
all these people to cut back on their fat. All 
the fat we produce is still going back into 
the food chain, so they are getting it some- 
where else. They don’t mind having their 
cookies and fish sticks and their cakes full 
of fat, but they have low-fat milk. It’s il- 
logical,” explained Nick frustratedly. Be- 
cause of this, he only sells whole Guernsey 
milk to customers who actually request 
Guernsey milk since its golden color is usu- 
ally associated with higher fat content. 

It wasn’t a formal taste test, but Prince 
Charles sure prefers Guernsey butter over 
butter made from his own Ayrshire milk. 
Nick tells this story fondly, “One day a 
woman came into the dairy and told me she 
wanted to purchase 50 pounds of butter. I 
said that’s a lot of butter. Whatever could 
you be using this much butter for? She said 
that Prince Charles is out in the car, and he 
wants it for a dinner party. I told her that if 
Prince Charles wants 50 pounds of butter, 
he can come ask for it himself. A few min- 
utes later, in walked Charlie!” 

This success story has helped to open new 
doors for the Goslings as they now supply 
butter and cream to a high-class specialty 
shop in London named Neals Yard. The 
cream is sold for approximately six pounds 
($10.20) per gallon, and one-half pound of 
butter sells for one pound ($1.70). The glass 
bottles of milk are only sold to door-step 
customers, and other bottled milk to shops 
is sold in two-pint and four-pint plastic con- 
tainers. The tops of the bottles are sealed

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with gold foil. The milk is sampled at each 
stage of the pasteurization process. 

Nick has found U.S. genetics helpful in 
his herd. He eyed an outstanding cow in the 
pasture saying, “She’s really thin and leggy, 
what I call very American like. I just want 
to move in that direction and then cross back 
with a more traditional English bull again.” 
In recent years, Nick has bred with U.S. 
bulls like Jasper, Fayette, Ambionic and 
Enticer. He has his own Enticer son being 
sampled in A.I. right now. Nick feels that 
Fayette had a tremendous impact on the 
Guernsey breed within the U.K. He was the 
bull that convinced people there was some- 
thing in America that they needed. He has 
heifers due to Pension, and he’s just start- 
ing breeding to Lorry. 

The current herd average is 5,500 liters 
(12,155 pounds) and the classification av- 
erage is 77 points. A herdsman assists with 
the care of the cows, who are milked in a 
double-five herringbone parlor at the rate 
of 35 cows per hour. Nick is adamant that 
pre-dipping must be a daily part of their 
milking routine to keep the somatic cell 
count down. 

One marketing tool that Nick is using 
now is to promote his herd as organic. Be- 
cause of this concept, he is now focusing 
on developing and growing the best 
pastureland possible on 112 acres. Clover 
is very important in his grazing scheme be- 
cause it is cheap to grow and the cows can 
start to graze on it in the early spring. The 
70-cow herd is fed a ration consisting of 90 
percent grass and 10 percent silage. An 18 
percent protein cake is fed in the parlor to 
cows who produce well at the rate of four 
pounds of cake to one pound of milk pro- 
duced.

Kenneth Peake 

Kenneth Peake began his dairy career in 
California on a corner of his mother’s apri- 
cot orchard with a cow he bought with bor- 
rowed money. Four years later, he moved 
to the area of Los Gatos, which would later 
become Monte Sereno, where the Claravale 
Dairy Farm stayed until it was sold in 1997. 

Mr. Peake, the founder of the dairy that 
supplied the Santa Clara Valley with raw 
milk for nearly 70 years, died of natural 
causes in his Monte Sereno home at the age 
of 91. 

Claravale Dairy Farm was more than a 
simple dairy farm. It was a symbol of the 
valley’s history and linked the community 
to that history. 

According to his sister, Marion Robotti, 
people would come from all over and buy 
cases of the raw milk from Peake’s award- 
winning Guernsey cows. “People came to 
the dairy because it was an aspect of life 
you just don’t see anymore,” she said. 

During the prime of his dairy operation, 
Peake owned 40 Guernseys and 80 head of 
cattle on a 12-acre farm. He milked the cows 
individually, hand-washed their udders and 
bottled the milk in old-fashioned containers 
that made him famous in local dairy circles. 

Mr. Peake met his wife, Margaret, whet 
he delivered milk to her house in Los Gatos. 
They dated for seven years with dates be- 
ing trips on his delivery route. They were 
married in 1946. 

Peake stopped delivering milk in 1983, 
and sold his herd to a farm in the Central 
Valley. When he visited the cows a couple 
weeks later, he brought six of them home 
and reopened the dairy. 

But, not just anyone could buy his milk. 
One had to go to the dairy, meet Mr. Peake 
and shake his hand. Then you could partake

Gerdina Susanna Zweegman 

Gerdina “Dena” Susanna Zweegman was 
born August 28, 1913, the daughter of 
Martinus Johannes deRoon and Johanna 
Syke Cornelia deRoon in Wijk, The Nether- 
lands. The family sailed to North America 
from Holland on June 1, 1920, when Dena 
was 7 years old. They arrived in Quebec, 
Canada on July 1, 1930. The family later 
moved to the U.S., and on April 1, 1952, 
Dena became a naturalized American citi- 
zen. She received her formal education in 
New Norway, Alberta, Canada. 


Dena married Goduward Francis 
Zweegman on September 10, 1945, in 
Lynden, Washington, and their marriage was 
blessed with two sons.

She also enjoyed traveling and 
visiting with friends at the Zweegman fam- 
ily Birch Bay property. 

She passed away at the St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital in Bellingham, Washington, on Satur- 
day, July 10, 1999, from a ruptured aneur- 
ism. Prior to her death, Dena resided at the 
home of Marvin and Marianne Zweegman. 
She reached the age of 85 years. 

Dena was preceded in death by her hus- 
band, Francis Zweegman, her parents, a one- 
year-old sister, Cornelia deRoon, as well as 
a brother, Teunis deRoon. She is survived 
by a 96-year- old brother, Cornelis deRoon, 
and a sister-in-law, Cleta Murray, both of 
Camrose, Alberta, Canada, her two sons 
and their spouses, Leon and Lorraine 
Zweegman of Lynden, and Marvin and 
Marianne Zweegman of Bellingham, nine 
grandchildren, two great grandchildren, as 
well as many nieces and nephews.

After our marriage in 1924, my wife and 
I lived and farmed on a rented dairy farm 
near Springfield, Illinois. After 10 years, we 
decided that it was about time to be looking 
to buy a farm of our own. We traveled around 
looking at quite a number of farms. We lo- 
cated a well-improved farm in southern 
Clinton County, Ohio of 268 acres. The farm 
was listed for sale including all the equip- 
ment and livestock. The livestock included 
a small herd of grade Guernseys and one 
registered bull. 

As our four sons grew, they started to get 
interested in 4-H club work. I decided to try 
to purchase the boys a purebred heifer 
project to show at the Clinton County Fair 
in Wilmington, Ohio. About that time, a 
Guernsey breeder from West Central Ohio 
contacted me. He had a 7-year-old regis- 
tered cow for sale. The cow, Queen of Sum- 
mer Solstice, was the first prize heifer calf 
at the Ohio State Fair in 1927. We agreed

upon a price, and that got me started as a 
breeder of Guernsey cattle. 

With the help of Floyd Barlow, who was 
the field man and secretary of the Ohio 
Guernsey Cattle Club, I was able to locate 
and buy a Guernsey heifer calf for each of 
the boys. 

In 1947, we did very well at the Ohio 
State Fair. At that time, we had built up a 
good size herd. The herd sire, Raemelton 
Triumph Success, was the sire of the sec- 
ond place aged bull, Raemelton Levity Quar-

termaster. Our top cow, Goldmead Butter- 
fat Holly Star, was the mother of the grand 
champion cow, Emerald Triumph Bernadine 
and the first place Produce of Dam. Other 
awards were first in Get of Sire, first in 
Dairy Herd and Best 2-Year-Old Bred by 
Exhibitor. 

It was about this time that-my sons were 
ready to take off on their own. The oldest 
son had just finished serving four years in 
the Marines during World War II. Being short 
of labor during that time, I had to be satis- 
fied with just showing at the Clinton County 
Fair. | might mention I served on the Board 
of Directors of the Ohio Guernsey Cattle 
Club during this period. Ed Haaf was chair- 
man of the board. 

Thinking about retiring, I purchased a 
home in Port Orange, Florida, and spent the 
next 35 winter months there. I would help 
my son, Charles, who took over the home 
place, with the farming during the summers 
months. 

My wife passed away last summer, and I 
am now living in a retirement residence in 
Wilmington, Ohio. At the age of 106, I must 
have done something right. a | 


History of the Belle Vista Farm Milk Bottle 


10se of you who met the early regis- 

tration deadline at the National Con 

vention received a special milk bottle, 
with the Belle Vista Farm logo on it, from 
Ralph and Martha Turley. The following is 
the history behind the milk bottles. 

The Belle Vista Farm was established by 
Wade Wehr in 1929. He graduated from The 
Ohio State University in 1926, and returned 
to his home farm on the corner of Belle Vista 
Avenue and McCollum Road in Youngstown, 
Ohio. In 1926, he bought his first Guernsey 
cows from R.D. Gates of Chardon. At that 
time, he was in partnership with his brother- 
in-law, E.B. Stryffeler, who had Guernseys 
and a milk route in the west side of Young- 
stown. However, he went back to work for 
Ohio State on a cost-cutting accounting pro- 
gram for two years. 

In 1929, Wade went back to the home 
farm in Youngstown. He bought more Guern- 
seys, rebuilt the barn, built anew milkhouse 
and started his own milk route. He had cus- 
tomers on the north and west sides of Young- 
stown. 


Wade and Ruth were married in 1938. 
Ruth helped with customer billing - a quart 
of Golden Guernsey milk was 13 cents, stan- 
dardized was 11 cents. During the war, they 
alternated delivery because they were not 
allowed to make deliveries every day to cus- 
tomers. 

The Wehrs bought the farm on New Buf- 
falo Road on the west side of North Lima in 
April of 1942, and moved there after 
Thanksgiving that fall. They kept the name 
of Belle Vista Farm because it has a very 
beautiful view, and it was already their busi- 
ness name. Wade kept up the entire milk 
routes in Youngstown until January 1, 1948. 
The city of Youngstown passed an ordi- 
nance requiring that all milk sold in the city 
must be pasteurized. So, they quit the city 
route because the company was too small 
to afford the expensive pasteurization 
equipment. 

They kept up the small route around the 
neighborhood and sold the rest in cans to a 
dairy. They finally quit that route in the 
spring of 1963, when a bulk tank was 


needed. The last couple of years, Ruth was 
the milk “man” on the route. 

The Belle Vista milk bottle was in use 
from 1929 to early 1963, in the Mahoning 
County area. The bottles that the Wehrs 
used were purchased by Ralph Turley in 
the late 1960s. Some of the bottles were 
from a late order that Wade had placed, so 
the bottles were still in the original cartons 
from Thatcher Glass Company. 

Wade and Ruth sold the last of their 
Guernseys in 1976. The Wehr Family still 
lives in the Youngstown area. Ruth lives in 
assisted-living quarters in Poland, Ohio; 
Myron lives in North Lima; Barbara lives 
near Ruth, in Farmdale; and Carol is married 
to Jim Outland, son of Glen and Betty Out- 
land, one of Ohio’s Guernsey Families. 
They live in Chicago.

Great effort has been made to make the 
October event valuable and enjoyable for all 
who participate. Cattle exhibitors, commer- 
cial vendors, youth, international and gen- 
eral attendance are all critical to the success 
of the show. 

Following the 1998 show, many opin- 
ions were expressed regarding World Dairy 
Expo’s commitment to the enforcement of 
the Show Ring Code of Ethics. 

First, World Dairy Expo’s commitment 
to the Show Ring Code of Ethics is second 
to no other show. And, as is often the case, 
this leadership position often solicits criti- 
cism from those who think the enforcement 
is too weak and from those who feel it is too 
strict. 

Much of the criticism dealt with the use 
or non-use of ultrasound to examine udders. 
At the 1998 show, the use of ultrasound 
had not been approved by the World Dairy 
Expo Dairy Cattle Show Committee, Ex- 
ecutive Committee or Board of Directors. 
The use of ultrasound with the commitment 
that no action would be taken due to its 
results, allowed the ethics enforcement team 
to obtain extremely valuable experience. 
This was done as a follow-up to the science 
developed by the University of Wisconsin 
School of Veterinary Medicine and has re- 
sulted in an enforceable technology tool that 
will be effective and valuable at future shows. 

Not using ultrasound results at the 1998 
show was in no way a lessening of World 
Dairy Expo’s commitment to enforcement. 
It was a part of the process that was neces- 
sary to prove that the technology works 
and that it accurately determines unethical 
practices. Ethics enforcement procedures as 
printed and done in the past were continued 
and applied. What may have been perceived 
as weakening or a step backwards was actu- 
ally a giant step forward. 

At the 1999 World Dairy Expo, ultra- 
sound will play a key role in ethics enforce- 
ment. All animals placing in the top third of 
a milking cow class, up to a maximum of 10 
per class, will be examined by an udder ul- 
trasound. Also, milk samples will be taken 
and tested from a minimum of three animals 
from each breed open show - the Grand 
Champion, the Reserve Grand Champion

and the Honorable Mention. The Grand 
Champion of each breed’s junior show will 
also have a milk sample taken. These tools 
will be used in addition to continued obser- 
vation and the physical examination by a 
veterinarian. 

The Showring Code of Ethics and En- 
forcement Procedures continue to be re- 
viewed and evaluated. New technology will 
be evaluated and used as appropriate. Input 
from interested individuals or groups is al- 
ways welcome and will be evaluated on its 
merit in discouraging unethical practices. 
While enforcement is time consuming and 
very expensive, World Dairy Expo is confi- 
dent that the Code of Ethics does aid in 
meeting the show’s number one goal-qual- 
ity.

A selection committee member may 
not vote in any class in which he has a pecuniary interest in one of the six 
nominees or if one of the six nominees comes from the farm by whom he 
is employed.
